It was recom m ended by th e h ig h ­ 
w ay com m ittee, and the council 
u n ­ 
anim ously approved 
the su g gestion, 
th a t the use of ta rv ia and oil be m uch . 
m ore general th an in o th er y ea rs and 
a p ro g ram for this work was m apped 
out which will 
include a n u m b er of 
s tre e ts not 
fo rm erly tre a te d 
with 
d u st layer. 
It w as pointed out th a t 
several of the less trav e led stree ts of 
town 
nevertheless 
have 
sufficient 
traffic to cause a g re a t deal of dust, 
and th a t people residing in those sec­ 
tions are entitled to th e sam e service 
a s those on the s tre e ts locates! on the 
m ain highw ays th ro u g h the town. 


Both ta rv ia an d oil will be used, and 
it is estim a ted th a t ab o u t th re e c a r­ 
loads of m a teria l wilt he req u ired , tw o 
of ta rv ia and one of oil. 
The highw ay 
com m ittee w as in stru cted to m ake the 
n ecessary purch ases. 
It is th e idea 
to have the 
m ateria l applied under 
p ressu re as w as 
done la st year, the 
com panies fu rn ish in g th e ta rv ia and 
oil doing th is w ork at a sm all ch arg e 
but w ith m uch m ore effectiveness and 
econom y th a n it can l>e done by hand.
